“The Dayton trial has been treat­ 
ed with levity, *but it is not a matter 
for joking. 
Should the federal judge grant the 
injunction the case will lose all its ap­ 
peal of the great drama and its many 
sensational aspects. Instead the law­ 
yers would argue tjje matter of thé 
Tennessee law. 
‘A federal decision would have far 
more power in determining the status 
in other states,” said Mr.

* MOBILE, July 3.-—The roast guard 
cutter Comanche is en route to Mo­ 
bile with a schooner and two motor 
boats captured in the gulf with 2,000 
cases of liquor aboard, according to a 
wire received here today.
